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PART OF THE FAMILY 

We have a new addition to our family! My Christmas present 
from Janet was the gift of adopting a retired racing greyhound 
whom we named Cady! Alyssa thought of the name - after 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, and she is living up to it to be sure! For 
those of you already experienced with the process of adopting a 
child, this is similar in theory, though not as much paperwork. 

Adopting a retired racing greyhound takes longer and is more 
complicated than going to your local shelter for a pet. In fact, some 
groups even require home visits. 

However, if you are thinking about adding a pet to your family, let 
me recommend adopting a greyhound. They are quiet, mellow, 
affectionate, great with kids and other pets, and they require very 
little in the way of exercise, contrary to popular belief. One would 
think that they would need a large yard to run, and lots and lots of 
long walks. Actually, they are great apartment or small house 
dogs, and only need two or three twenty minute walks per week. 
Cady is pretty typical and she is a serious couch potato! If this has 
peaked your interest, I would encourage you to go online and do 
some research, or get one of the many great books on retired 
greyhounds (Retired Racing Greyhounds for Dummies, for 
example). 

There are many rescue organizations in the area, as it is common 
in the racing industry to kill the dogs unless they are adopted. We 
used the National Greyhound Adoption Program (NGAP) based in 
Phillv, but there are others more local. 

NGAP was super to deal with. Janet and I went together to look at 
the dogs and they asked us if we were partners. We said yes, and 
they told us we should make sure that both of us were on the 
application so that if something happened to one of us, the other 
would get to keep it. If only one of us was on the application, the dog 
would have to be returned to NGAP in the event the owner couldn't 
care for it anymore. They also wanted us to bring all the kids when 
we went to pick Cady up. They wanted to make sure it was a good 
match, as well as see how they interacted. Cady has been with us 
now for 2 months and she is just wonderful. It's hard to imagine how 
we lived without her. So, if you are looking for a pet, as the saying 
goes, M Let a greyhound race into your heart!" 


MARCUS WAYMAN CASE TO BE RETRIED 

The nationally important Marcus Wayman civil court case will be 
retried in Allentown sometime this summer. Minersville teenager 
Wayman, committed suicide in 1997 as a result of alleged anti-gay 
threats made against him by local police as a result of a routine traffic 
stop. Though the Minersville police were found not criminally guilty, 
Wayman’s family seeks civil justice and restitution over what they 
and GLBT legal groups consider a case of privacy infringement.

RAGS TO RICHES 
TAKE THE FIRST STEP

Dear Denise, I am sick and tired of the on-going fees that I am 
paying on my checking account. Do you have any suggestions? 
Signed, Disgusted With Bank Fees 

Dear Disgusted, There are things to look at when evaluating 
your checking account. Your needs will vary depending on how 
you use them. If you're a lesbian in the Lehigh Valley, who writes 
a lot of checks, but maintains a sizable balance, the checking 
account that fits your needs is different from the gay man in Philly, 
who writes relatively few checks and doesn't want to carry much 
of a balance. 

One thing is consistent, however, no matter where you live or 
how you spend your money: the privilege of writing a check is 
getting more expensive. Banks are charging consumers of every 
orientation, higher fees and service charges while cutting the 
interest rates on interest bearing accounts, which is nominal to 
begin with. 

If you're shopping around for a new checking account, 
bankrate.com offers a section that lets you choose a 
metropolitan area and then you select the checking "personality" 
that best fits your habits. You can see side-by-side offerings by 
the different banks. This handy Web tool saves a lot of phone 
time to check rates. 

Checking accounts are about the worst place to earn interest, 
especially with declining interest rates. For the first time, more 
than half of all interest accounts offer a yield of less than 1 
percent per year. This is a disgrace, considering the average 
minimum balance required to open an account and earn interest 
is about $700. 

If a non-interest bearing checking account is OK by you, you 
will “only” have to pony up an average of $76 to open one. 
Interest bearing accounts want you to keep an average balance 
of $2,400 in your account to avoid fees. The average balance in a 
non-interest checking account is about $400. 

If you don 1 want to keep a high balance in an interest checking 
account, the average monthly service fee is $10.85. The non¬ 
interest bearing account will charge you a monthly fee of around 
$6.20. A “No Monthly Service Fee, No Minimum Balance" is hard 
to find, unless you are able to join a credit union. Another option 
may be a money market account. However, there may be 
restrictions on the number of checks you write each month or 
there may be a minimal amount per check, like $100, which you 
must write. Should you write a check for $90, you will get a 
warning to only write checks for at lease $100. This type of 
account can be used as a Secondary Reserve for cash. 

Bouncing a check will costs you a bundle. The cost has 
increased dramatically. The average cost is $25. Overdraft 
Protection can save you a bunch. It is a way to protect your wallet 
from those whopping nonsufficient funds (NSF) fees, and it is 
available almost universally for both interest and non-interest 
accounts. 

Take some time to go to bankrate.com*s site and compare the 
costs and the services.

LIZ OUT LOUD ; 

■j_ JM YOU HAVE TO ASK £<? £'i*dLtruf 

Hv Lately, we've been reporting on the anti- 

discrimination policies (or lack thereof) of Domino’s 
Pizza. The national company used to be owned by 
ultra-conservative multimillionaire Tom Monaghan, 
KiHfl who is aggressively anti-gay. But readers wrote in to 
remind us that Monaghan does not own Domino’s 
any more and that it is local franchise owners who set policy. 

Queen City Pizza owns the Domino’s stores is our area and local 
QCP employees felt it was a good company with a pro-gay policy. 
Unfortunately, though QCP’s anti-discrimination policy included 
sexual orientation, it only protected people from “unlawful” 
discrimination. And it didn’t mention gender identity at all. 

It was certainly possible that Queen City Pizza didn’t realize its 
policy had this loophole. So 1 vowed to talk to the owners of QCP. 
And 1 did. Franchise owner Tom Bolger and Policy Manager Bill 
Morris, were great. 1 explained to them on the phone about the lack 
of laws that protect GLBT people and what gender identity means. 
Here’s some of what 1 said to them via email and some of what they 
replied... 

From me to them: Dear Mr. Bolger and Mr. Morris, Thank you 
for talking to me today about the anti-discrimination policy at Queen 
City Pizza Inc. ...there are several places in (your) policy that say 
things like: "In accordance with applicable federal, state and local 
anti-discrimination laws." ... etc. ..JAsI there are no anti- 
discrimination laws at the Federal or Pennsylvania State level that 
make it illegal to... discriminate against (GLBT people except in) the 
City of Allentown... (your) policy contains a pretty big loophole with 
regard to discrimination protections... It would be great if you could 
just remove the references to "laws," and stick to the intent of the 
policy ...your policy does not include anything about gender identity, 
which is something you might want to include as well... 

They wrote back to me: Dear Liz Bradbury: 1 enjoyed speaking 
with you today. 1 also want to thank you for both the education and 
the opportunity to clarify the intent of our discrimination policy. 

The policy's intent was to establish the standard that people 
working, or applying for work, at Queen City Pizza Inc. (DBA 
Domino's Pizza) would not be discriminated against for any reason. 
We also wanted to convey that there would be zero tolerance 
towards discrimination in any form and that those in supervisory 
positions must discipline their subordinates who do, or face 
discipline themselves. 

We strive to create a people based company full of individuals 
who enjoy being part of a diverse team that takes great care of all 
our customers... 

We thought that by inserting the additional classifications to the 
legally required ones in the policy, it would convey that we were 
protecting and welcoming those as well; and that leaving the 
references to the law would add more force to it. Thank you for 
pointing out that those references hurt the strength of our policy 
instead of helping it. 

With that in mind 1 would be glad to make the revisions as we 
discussed when our new handbooks go to print this spring or 
summer. 1 will remove the references to the law and let the policy 
stand on not engaging in or tolerating any discrimination. 1 will also 
change "sexual preference or orientation " to "sexual orientation" 
and 1 will add "gender identity" to the policy. 

1 did want to send the message that all are welcome to work here 
based on their ability to do the job, and that they will find a team 
oriented environment free of discrimination. Thanks for helping me 
clarify that message. Bill Morris

Liz and 1 are very different. At least 1 think we are. 

Recently, though it has become more and more^^fc^^

We are not members of MCC, but we respect MCC’s work on 
behalf of the local GLBT community under the leadership of Reverend 
Beth Goudy. We accepted the invitation to speak and to be one of the 
six same-sex couples married by the church, as an effort toward 
awareness of the political fight by gay men and lesbians for legal 
marriage rights. In a moment chosen to bring a little humor to the 
occasion, we talked about how a lot of you don’t know which is Liz and 
which is Trish. 

Liz recounted how she decided to put our pictures in the Valley 
Free Press next to our columns to make it easier for people to tell us 
apart. One reader, who had been calling me Liz for years, told us that 
she was so sure she was right, that she thought we had mixed up the 
pictures. Liz said that you can remember Liz is the loud one and loud 
begins with L and Patricia is the petite one, and petite begins with P, 
and while there are times when Patricia may be loud, Liz will never be 
petite. At that point in the “couples moment," we each hung signs 
around our necks with our names printed in really big bold letters. The 
signs got a really big laugh. It was amusing to me, because earlier in 
the evening at least five different people had called me Liz. So, we 
cleared up the, "which is Liz and which is Trish conundrum." 

Several days later Liz and 1 were shopping at a local store where 1 
almost always check out with the same cashier.
